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Proposed bill

A state assembly member has pro- 
posed a bill that promises a “New 
University of California” — an on- 
line, exam-based university without 
professors, physical attendance or 
tuition. 

The bill, titled AB 1306, was intro- 
duced by Scott Wilk (R-Santa Clari- 
ta) in February, and it sets out to chal- 
lenge common perceptions of higher 
education. If passed, it would become 
the fourth source of postsecondary 
education provided by California, | 
along with the California Communi- 
ty Colleges, Cal State University and 
the University of California systems. 

The university would give exams 
that offer college credit as well as as- 
sociate’s and bachelor’s degrees. 

“[Students will] obtain the requi- 
site knowledge and skills to pass the 
examinations administered by the 
university from any source,” accord- 
ing to the bill’s text. “[Students] will 
pay the examination fee, present ac- 
ceptable identification at the exami- 
nation, and, upon passage of the ex- 
amination, receive academic credit.”

within ASI by running for vice president again. 


Jonathon Bolin said he and his running mate have 
started a revolution in Associated Students Inc., and 
he needs to be re-elected to keep the momentum. 

“Look around at ASI this year. This is a com- 
pletely different ASI,” he said. “[ASI President 
John Haberstroh and I] have changed it from the 
orders coming from the top down to making it 
bottom-up. We go to the [Nugget Grill and Pub] 
and have students tell us what to do. Students know 
what’s going on, and we need to keep that going.” 

Bolin, who won 43 percent of student votes, 
joins Deshe Gully as an ASI vice presidential 
candidate during the runoffs. Bolin said that 
his past year of experience makes him the 
best candidate for the job and that recent 
changes to ASI and the number of votes 
he won in the general election show that. 


Switching ASI’s structure now, Bolin 
said, would lead to the student govern- 
ment operating in a way that he said 
leaves students unengaged with ASI.

Deshe Gully said one quality has set him apart from other 
candidates: his desire to serve others. 

“The only reason that I campaigned so hard is because 
I believe I can bring to the position what is needed to give 
back to the students,” he said. “I care so much about 
helping people and helping the students, and I under- 

stand what it takes to work to give back to them.” 
Gully, a senator for the College of Liberal Arts and 
an Associated Students Inc. vice presidential can- 
didate, earned a spot in this week’s run-off elec- 
tions with 18.2 percent of student votes. He 
squeezed into the second round of elections 
by earning only six more votes than the 

next candidate, Larry Toney.

In the New University of Califor- 
nia, students would be allowed to 
prepare for exams in any way they 
see fit, including through online 
courses, according to the bill’s text. 
Students would be able to take the 
exams once they feel ready. 

“[The university] would contract 
with qualified entities for the for- 
mulation of peer-reviewed course 
examinations, the passage of which 
would demonstrate that the student 
has the knowledge and skill neces- 
sary to receive college credit for 
that course,” according to the bill’s 
text. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
that the CSU has no official posi- 
tion yet on the proposed legislation 
but that online services are already 
available through the CSU system 
to make courses more available for 
students, similar to the New Uni- 
versity of California’s aim. 

“We have 84 fully online pro- 
grams and 13,000 online courses, 
and we’re exploring new ways to use 
technology every day,” Fallis said. 

Some students said they are at- 
tracted to the New University of 
California’s low risk and cost. 

“T would probably do it, because 
I don’t have to pay tuition,” fresh- 
man math education major Jose 
Sandoval said. “Yet it really empha- 
sizes on the student, so it would be 
a lot more independent. A professor 
couldn’t help you along the way.” 

The bill has been referred to the 
California Committee of Higher 
Education.

Gully now faces off against ASI 
Vice President Jonathon Bolin in the 
run-off elections this week. Gully said 
that although he commends Bolin for 
the work he’s done, there is a lot of 
room for improvement. 

“Looking at last year and this year, 
I really feel like there was so much 
more we could have done,” Gully said. 
“There were far too many unneces- 
sary conflicts, and I think a lot of 
credit wasn’t given where it was due.”

“T love ASI, and I 
think the work is really 
humbling, but as much I love ASI, I 
have to ask myself if that’s the kind of 
organization I want to be in,” he said. 

Gully said he hopes that leaving 
ASI isn’t a decision he has to make 
and that the students of Cal State 
Long Beach give him the chance to 
show them what he is capable of. 

“In student government, you’re not 
supposed to elect the most popular 
[candidate.] You’re supposed to elect 
who can do the job best,” he said. “I’II 
give all I can and then some to make 
sure we move forward.” 
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“It’s only been a year,” he said. “It 
takes more than a year for a complete 
change to happen. If we have two 
years, we can change this into some- 
thing that it’s meant to be.” 

Bolin said that he believes his 
student-centered approach to ASI 
helped push a record number of stu- 
dents to vote in this year’s election. 

“Students came out in huge 
numbers because 
for the first time in 
ASI, we focused on 
telling them what 
ASI is and what we 
can do for them,” 
he said. “That’s 
why we had the 
biggest voter turn- 
out. The students 
are finally starting 
to realize that ASI 
matters.” 

Bolin said 
strong campaign- 
ing efforts from 
his opponents also 
contributed to the voter turnout but 
not always in positive ways. 

“Campaigning wins elections, but 
other candidates’ tricks came off 
as ingenuine and tacky,” he said. “I 
think a lot of people got turned off 
because it was, ‘Look at my dog, 
look at my squirrels.’ Some people 
took the silliness too far.” 

Running again wasn’t thought out in 
advance, though, Bolin said. It wasn’t 
until January that he and Haberstroh 
decided to seek re-election. 

“This wasn’t a plan,” he said.

Ideally, Bolin said he wants to see 
his running mate, who he said is his 
“perfect match,” be elected as next 
year’s president. However, even if 
Haberstroh doesn’t win the run-off 
election, Bolin said he will serve 
with presidential candidate Sean 
Zent to the best of his ability. 

What is pivotal to his success, 
he said, is his 
differing idea 
of the ASI vice 
president’s role 
on campus, 
one that he said 
supersedes the 
textbook duties 
of the position. 

“T’m there to 
chair the Senate 
meetings, but 
I’m really there 
to listen to the 


students,” he 


said. “Every 
time I talk toa 

student and get an idea from them, 
it’s always an idea that no one else 
has even come up with. Chairing the 
Senate can’t be the end of it.” 

If given the chance to be ASI vice 
president for a second term, Bolin 
said he plans to continue and further 
develop his student-centered approach. 

“I want to go bigger, better, stron- 
ger and do more of what we’ve been 
doing to get students involved,” he 
said. “It’s all continuing, but we need 
to build on it. It’s all about touching 
the normal students.”

The idea of a 24-hour study 
area at Cal State Long Beach has 
been tossed around by students 
for years. Students back in 2009 
pushed for the library to be 
opened 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. The trouble with 
this idea, however, has always 
been finding money to staff the 
library and keep the lights on for 
this amount of time. 

This year, there has been talk of a 
24-hour study area from the several 
Associated Students Inc. executive 
candidates. Some have even used 
the idea as a part of their platforms. 

At the same time, there are also 
plans being discussed to reno- 
vate the Soroptimist House. The 
Soroptimist House was donated 
to CSULB in 1957, and the wear 
and tear it has endured over time is 
starting to show. 

ASI President John Haberstroh 
said he plans on discussing the 
building’s condition with the University Student Union Board of 
Trustees. Haberstroh said the Soroptimist House could serve as a 
suitable location for a 24-hour study, but once again, we run into 
the problem of how to fund this project. 

The Daily 49er editorial board agrees that the Soroptimist 
House needs to be refurbished. It is used by a variety of both on 
and off-campus organizations for different functions and events. 


But if funding is allocated towards fixing up the Soroptimist 
House, we don’t believe it is the ideal place for a 24-hour study 
area. 

Imagine trying to cram a bunch of students into that building 
during midterms week. It would become crowded fast. Finding an 
available outlet would be a nightmare. To turn this space into an 
adequate 24-hour area, more wall outlets would need to be installed 
in the Soroptimist House, at the very least.

It’s time to say goodbye to Amética’s 
first sweetheart. Legendary Moiseke- 
teer Annette Funicello*has died ‘at the 
age of 70. “4 : 

Known by generations as the biggest 
star of the Walt Disney television: show 
“The Mickey Mouse Club,” Funicello 
quickly became a child'prodigy and 
superstar, loved for her singing, tap- 
dancing and performing with infallible 
charisma. ; 

After moving from Utica,-N.Y: to 
Southern California, Funicello broke 
into the entertainment_industry.at the 
age of 12 with the help of Walt Disney 
himself, who uninhibitedly adopted 
her as one of his original Mousketeers 
in 1955. The tiny Funicello became the 
poster child for young performers ev- 
erywhere. 

After outgrowing her mouse ears, 
Funicello became the first Disney-bred 
teenage star — long before Hillary 
Duff, Lindsay Lohan or Miley Cyrus 
— in a series of beach party movies 
opposite Frankie Avalon. As per the 
advice of Walt Disney, she remained 
modest throughout her set of flicks and 
wore respectable bathing suits, never 
once exposing her navel. 

Sadly, Funicello was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis in 1987 but did not 
reveal this to the public until 1992. She 
became a voice for those diagnosed 
with MS and spread awareness of the 
disease on a global level: 

She lived with the gradually-wors- 
ening disease until succumbing to 
MS-related complications on Monday, 


saddening fans around the world, in- 
cluding some big names in the enter- 
tainment industry.

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LBSU scores three runs in the ninth to tie San 
Deigo State before winning in extra innings.

The Dirtbags have had their share 
of close games this year, but none have 
gone to extra innings. 

It might be something they’d like to 
try more often. 

After erasing a 3-0 deficit in the 
ninth inning, Long Beach State went to 
the 11th to defeat San Diego State 4-3 in 
an extra-inning thriller Tuesday night 
at Blair Field. 

The Dirtbags 
(13-18) appeared to 
be headed for their 
fourth shutout loss 
of the season, but 
the bats that had hi- 
bernated all game 
long came alive in 
the ninth inning and 
forced extra innings 
for the first time this season. 

After holding the Aztecs (17-16) 
scoreless in the 10th and 11th, the Dirt- 
bags backed up a leadoff triple by Ino 
Patron with three straight walks (two of 
which were intentional) to emerge with 
the 4-3 victory. 

“T thought we grinded, we grinded, 
we grinded,” LBSU head coach Troy 
Buckley said. “I thought the pitching 
and defense kept us in the game, and 
our at-bats got better at the end ... It 
was as much of a challenge night as it 
was anything.” 


The Dirtbags weren’t able to get much 
of anything going against SDSU starter 
Mike Robards, as the only hits they had 
through seven innings were bunt singles 
by second baseman Jeff McNeil. 


“{Robard’s delivery] is a little funky, © 
and guys don’t see the ball very well,” © 


Buckley said. “He can throw a couple 
pitches for strikes, and he gave us fits. It 
was kind of a frustrating night.” 

The night was frustrating all the way 
up until the ninth inning, when McNeil 
led off with a double to right and short- 
stop Michael Hill followed with a single 
up the middle. Robard was then re- 
placed by closer Bubba Derby, who had 
an equally hard time 
keeping the Dirtbags 
at bay. 

Patron drove in 
LBSU’s first run of 
the night with a sac- 
rifice fly off of Derby, 
and Juan Avila and 
Richard Prigatano 
followed with RBI 
hits to tie the game at three. The Dirt- 
bags had a chance to finish the game in 
the ninth, but a pair of popouts with the 
bases loaded sent it to extra innings. 

With the Dirtbags low on pitchers af- 
ter essentially designating the game as a 
staff day, Jon Maciel and Ty Provencher 
shut the Aztecs down in the 10th and 
11th to keep the game tied at three. 

“{Maciel] needed to get going and 
gain some more confidence,” Buckley 
said of his closing pitcher, who blew a 
save and took the-loss in a ninth-inning 
defeat at Pacific on Sunday. “I certainly 


wanted to get him back out there again 
after what happened on Sunday.” 

It looked as if the game would go on 
for many more innings until Patron led 
off the 11th with a triple to right field. 
When asked if he ever considered stop- 
ping at second, Patron said “‘No, not at 
all.” 


With a man on third and no outs, 


_ SDSU decided to intentionally.load the 


bases to create a force play at home. 
Things didn’t go according to plan, 
though, as Aztecs pitcher Tyler Sapp 
walked the Dirtbags’ Josh Guerra on a 
3-2 count to give up the go-ahead run. 
“It showed some guts how we were

Conference play this weekend when 
they take host UC Davis in a three- 
game series. The first game is set for 6 
p.m. on Friday at Blair Field.
